We believe that no 
matter how it might put a few 
more dollars in his pocket they 
$fe as emphatically againsg an- 
other war, unless it is absolutely 
unavoidable, as the next man 
and as far as making extra 
money out of such a calamity 
they reealize as well as any of 
us that while money might be 
easier for a short time that war 
is an econome waste and has to 
be paid for eventually as we are 
experiencing now through high 
taxation. No we do not be-
